| EM j Commodities, is aſſerted to belong to Us, and Our Succetlors, as an undoubted Prerogative 
S3&=R,| of Our Crown, And therefore, and for the good and profite of Our faid Kingdom, We 
WD 1 with advice of Our Privy Council, Do diſcharge rhe importing, venting, and (ſelling of 
Z#=2 Brandy,and all other Forraign Strong-waters 3 as alſo of all Mum-beer, and all Forraign Li- 
Dd argon - 1 quors made of Mault ('Spruce-beer, called Black-beer, only excepted, ) after the firſt day of 
November next, which time and no longer, is allowed for conſuming of what is already Imported, or Exporting the fame : 
And after that day, We hereby Command and Impower all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailifts of Regalitics, and Bailiarics, and their 
Deputes, Magiſtrates of Burghs Royal, Barons of Baronrics, Commiſſioners of Excilc, Juſtices of Peace, and all others in any 
publick Imployment whatſoever, to ſtave and deſtroy the faid Brandy, Mum-beer, and other Forraign Liquors forefaids, and 
Casks thereof, where ever the ſame can be found ; and the faids Magiſtrates, and all ochers forcſaids, are hereby Impowered 
to execate this Our Commiſlion within one and others Territories and Juriſdictions,as fully as within their own 3 And Wedo here- 
by Ordain the Ships or Veſlcls wherein the faid Brandy or Liquors foreſaids ſhall happen to be Imported, to be confiſcate and 
ſeiſed upon, by any of the ſaids Magiſtrates, or others forcſaids ; the Skippers to be impriſoned, the Retailers fined in fourty 
pound Scots, toties quoties; the Cuſtomers who do either connive at, or cover any way the {aid unwarrantable Import, to 
loſe the benefit of their Tack being Tackſmen, and otherways fined as the Lords of Our Privy Council ſhall find cauſe 3 and if 
they be under Officers of the Cuſtom-houſe, to be impriſoned and fined at the Judges pleaſure, and declared incapable of any 
ſuch truſt thereafter 3 and if Our Cuſtoms be not in Tack, the chick Colleor, or ColleQors, to be. puniſhed by deprivation, 
and a Years impriſonment 3 and all Merchands and others, Iniporters of the ſaid Brandy and other prohibited Liquors, are to be 
fined in the quadruple of the value thereof + And further, they, and any Burgeſs who ſhall vent and fel! the ſame, ſhall loſe 
and amit their Burgeſhips for ever. And further, We do hereby diſcharge the making of Brandy, or Strong-waters within this 
Kingdom hereafter, of any thing, except of Mault, under the pain of ſtaving and deſtroying thereof, and the Makers thereof 
otherwiſe, or Venters of the ſame, are to ſuffer a Years impriſonment, beſide the ſtaving and deſtroying of the fame by the 
Perſons, and in manner toreſaid, And to the eftc& this Our Prohibition may be the more effeftual, We do hereby Declare, 
that all Perſons, of what quality ſoever, who ſhall be found to be drinkers of Brandy, or of the other prohibited Liquors fore- 
aids, after the ſaid firſt day of November next, ſhall be fined in fourty pound Scots, toties quoties 5 the probation thereof, ſhall 
either be by Witneſſes, or oath of Party, Anditis hereby declared, that whoſoever ſhall diſcover any of the Delinquencies of 
any of the Perſons abovementioned, ſhall have the halt of the Fines that ſhall happen to be impoſed upon them, or any of them, 
for the ſaid Delinquencies, and the other half of the Fines ſhall belong to the Magiſtrates who thall judge and proſecute the ſame. 
OUR Will is herefore, and We charge you ſtridtly, and Command, - that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye pals to the 
Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, Pear and Shore of Leith, and other places needful, and there by open Proclamation, make publica- 
tion of the Premiſes ; Ordaining hereby the Tackſmen of Our Cuſtomes to ſend and affix Copies thereof at all their publick 
Offices of this Kingdom 5 And that theſe Preſents be printed,. that none pretend ignorance. Given under Our Signet, at Edir- 
burgh, the eighth .-s of March, One thouſand fix hundred and eighty Years, and of Our Reign the thirty two Year.
